Stewart, and David Woods

It was moved by Boardmember Lentz, seconded by Boardmember Smith, that law enforcement
officer applicants Edward Clifford, Rex Cooley, Brian Elmore, Andrew Gonzalez, Cory McDowell,
Erica Moser, Christopher Orr, Ryan Phillips, Kyle Stewart, and David Woods be certified, subject to
the pre-existing medical conditions as noted.

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7. Approve the election to terminate participation in the DROP program and apply for Normal
Retirement for Police Officer Jonathan Andrews.

It was moved by Boardmember Smith, seconded by Boardmember Lentz, that the election of Police
Officer Jonathan Andrews to terminate participation in the DROP Program and apply for Normal
Retirement be approved.

Carried unanimously.

8. Discuss and consider the Accidental Disability Retirement application of Police Officer James
Boubelik.

Chairman Whalen welcomed Police Officer James Boubelik to the meeting. Chairman Whalen
advised Officer Boubelik that the Local Board has reviewed the independent medical evaluation of
Dr. Michael Seivert and noted the Dr. Seivert is in agreement with the findings of Officer Boubelik’s
attending physician.

Chairman Whalen stated the opinion that Dr. Seivert’s report supports Officer Boubelik’s application
for an Accidental Disability Retirement and that, in view of the absence of further questions from the
Board, he would entertain and motion relative to this case.

It was moved by Boardmember Smith, seconded by Boardmember Lentz, that the Accidental
Disability Retirement application of Police Officer James Boubelik be approved, based on the fact
that he has a physical condition which totally and permanently prevents him from performing a
reasonable range of duties within his department, and which was incurred during the performance of
his duties.

Carried unanimously.

Chairman Whalen thanked Officer Boubelik for his service to the City.
